GENEVA (AP) - Secretary of 
State Dean Husk and Soviet For­ 
eign Minister Andrei A. Gromyko 
held 
an 
extraordinary 
private 
meeting Monday night after the 
United States, Britain and Russia 
announced willingness to resume 
negotiations for a nuclear test-ban 
treaty. 
In a 30-minute session at the 
Soviet villa, Rusk and Gromyko— 
who met at Gromyko's urging— 
considered ways of getting the 
stalled talks going again. They 
also discussed the explosive Ber­ 
lin situation, but informants did 
not disclose how deeply they went 
into the problem. 
The decision to go back to the 
bargaining table was revealed by 
Deputy Soviet Foreign Minister 
Valerian A. Zorin on the fringe 
of the 17-nation disarm am ent con­ 
ference meeting here. 
He told a news conference the 
Soviet Union wanted to resume 
nuclear test-ban talks. Spokesmen 
for the American and British del 
egations promptly welcomed the 
move. 
Differences Remain 
The conference, meeting later, 
approved the idea of a three 
member 
subcommittee 
— 
the 
United States, 
Britain and the 
Soviet Union—to work on a nu­ 
clear test ban. Rusk and Gromyko 
held their meeting after that ses­ 
sion.

Kennedy restricted U.S. military 
rule over Okinawa Monday but 
declared this nation must con­ 
tinue to govern

owned Ryukyu Islands to deter 
Communist threats. 
In a statement and new execu­ 
tive order designed to ease pres­ 
sure for immediate restoration to 
Japan of the strategic Ryukyu 
Island chain, of which Okinawa is 
a part, the President said: 
“ I recognize the Ryukyus to be 
a part of the Japanese homeland 
and look forward to the day when 
the security interest of the free 
world will permit their restora­ 
tion to full Japanese sovereignty.”

Our Population 
Growing Rapidly 
~ 


Population of the United States is growing 
fast. 
The 1880 census revealed that it had 
exceeded 50 million for the first time. After 
the 1920 census people were a little awed at 
learning that it was well past IOO million. And 
by 1970, only eight years from now, it should 
be somewhere between 208 million and 215 
million. 
In making this estimate the Census Bureau 
warns that it is not a prediction but a projec­ 
tion. If Americans become even more philo­ 
progenitive than they are, these figures will be 
higher. 
Federal and state budgets, and the federal 
debt, have been increasing even more rapidly 
than population. From that fact, it could be 
projected—no, it doesn’t bear thinking of! 
Not surprisingly, there will be more teen­ 
agers in 1970 than there are now, according to 
this projection. There will also be more people 
over 85, though they will still be a considerably 
smaller group than the teen-agers. 
In this distinctly elderly group, women are 
expected to outnumber men in a proportion of 
about eight to five. Men may have stronger 
muscles, but women are more durable. 
By then, there will be roughly IO acres of 
land for each inhabitant, and some of this land 
will be too poor to grow much if any food. 
Obviously, then, the city population will 
continue to grow faster. The more people, the 
more of them will have to be crammed into 
cities because that is where they work. 
As 
population changes, in proportionate age-groups 
and in sheer numbers, there will be changes in 
the quality of our country. 
Will they be changes for the better? The 
Census Bureau hasn’t the temerity to offer a 
projection which is qualitative.

Church A n d State 


The circulars keep piling up on all sorts of subjects 
and indicate an increasing excitement among our 
people over the course of events. 
In came one from 
Americans United for Separation of Church and State 
W O AU I. I do not know how to pronounce PO AU, hut 
that does not m atter. 
This circular, like so .many 
others, asks for money and apparently they want the 
money to educate Senators, Congressmen, State Sena­ 
tors and Assemblymen, newspapers, columnists, etc. 
It is not altogether clear in the circular what 
PO AU is about except that it says: 
“Thousands turned out to cheer John Glenn. Will 
you come out to cheer for Separation of Church and 
State? 
“Your chance to show how you feel will come in 
a few weeks—at two public rallies with Dr. C. Stanley 
Lowell, from Washington, D. C.” 
I do not see the connection between John Glenn 
•nd the quarrel over Separation of Church and State, 
except that the name of John Glenn attracts attention 
the way Marilyn Monroe used to. 
We can skip the pitch and go on with the very 
general subject of public excitement over what people 
believe to be true. 
POAU believes that Church and 
State should be separated in this country and I have 
never come across anyone who disagreed with that 
general notion, but as is usual among free men, the 
definitions are varied: 


1. Some hold that any relationship between 
the government and a religious founded and con­ 
ducted school is an negation of the doctrine that 
no religion should become an establishment in this 
country, even to giving small children orange juice; 
2. Other* hold that the Roman Catholic Church 
ha* designs on our educational system and plans 
to take it over; 
3. Still others do not object to the Catholics 
running their own schools because it reduces taxes 
bat object to Catholic children riding in municipal 
school buses; 
4. Some are avowed atheists and desire that 
their children should not be corrupted by being 
told about God. 


And there are many other variations on this general 
theme 
None of these folks object to anyone teaching 
the children about Karl Marx or about a sane nuclear 
policy, or a biologic interpretation of sex such as 
recently appeared in a magazine telling girls how to 
prepare themselves for eventual husbands. 
Nothing 
is said about numerous offenses to good taste; to say 
nothing about public or private morals 
But there is 
a terrifying fear that Pope John XXIII will take a 
plane, fly over here, and install himself in Blair House. 
Personally, I cannot get too excited about these 
fears. I do fear Communism, not only abroad but here 
i t home. I fear the deterioration of human character 
under the stress ai Marxist m aterialism overlaid on

I fear that the checks on

Is Jacqueline Kennedy, for in­ 
stance, giving to the people of 
India the true “ image” of present- 
day America, particularly in its 
profound sympathy for the hun­ 
gry' and the sick and for the tens 
of thousands who sleep nightly in 
the streets of India’s cities for 
lack of homes? 
The “ image” that the people 
of a foreign land form about 
America too often is concerned 
with our wealth, our millionaires 
and our alleged emphasis on the 
luxuries of a privileged class. This 
is the “image” of America that 
Communists constantly try to give 
in their propaganda. 
The 
news 
dispatches 
from 
abroad tell a graphic story of the 
visit to India by the gracious and 
well-mannered “First Lady of the 
United 
States.” 
An 
Associated 
Press item from New Delhi, for 
instance, describes Mrs. Kennedy 
as a “pretty young horsewoman 
from tile White House” who took 
the jumps on an Indian riding 
course as a diversion “ in a day 
of such unfamiliar things as feed­ 
ing a baby elephant and watching 
a snake charm er pipe a swaying 
cobra from a basket.” 
The U. S. Ambassador later re­ 
ported to newsmen that Mrs. Ken­ 
nedy in her riding exhibition had 
outdone some of the l>est lancers 
in the Indian President's horse 
guard, who watched in unconceal­ 
ed admiration. 
There is talk now of a visit 
to India next summer by Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Kennedy. Is In­ 
dia’s government deserving of all 
this attention? How does the news 
of these happenings 
affect 
the 
American people who are being 
asked to put up their tax money 
for “ foreign aid” ? 
President Kennedy in his news 
conference Wednesday said that

But, fortun­ 
ately, the American press prints 
the news — and what has been 
happening in India indicates that 
the victory over Communism is 
more remote than ever. 
Within the last few weeks, a 
national election has been held 
there. Nehru’s party has won out. 
The support from the Communist 
side was noticeable, especially as 
Krisna Menon, arch-foe of the 
United States, won the biggest 
victory of all. He is Defense Min­ 
ister in Nehru’s cabinet and, al­ 
though occasionally denying that 
he is a Communist, plays the Com­ 
munist side of the game right 
along, especially in the United 
Nations and behind the scenes in 
Europe and Asia. Menon’s oppon­ 
ent took him “over the jumps” 
for his pro-Communist attitude,

SENATOR TOWER- One of the 
Republicans most in demand on 
the political speech-making cir­ 
cuit is Sen. John Tower, of Texas, 
the first Texan of his party to be 
elected to the 
upper chamber 
since 
Civil

days. 
Tower has served in the Senate 
only about a year, but the con­ 
servative ideology he expounds, 
plus an excellent speaking style, 
have caused demands for him to 
zoom. He’s now more sought aft­ 
er for speaking engagements than 
any 
other 
Republican 
senator 
with the sole exception of Barry 
Coldwater, his fellow conserva­ 
tive from Arizona. 
During the recent spate of Lin­ 
coln Day Republican gatherings, 
Tower 
addressed 
party 
rallies 
from Boston to Anchorage and 
from Grand Rapids, Mich., to El 
Paso, Tex. 
The Lone Star Solon generally 
warms up his audience by begin­ 
ning with “ My name is Tower, 


but I do not.” The 5-foot 6-inch 
senator is by no means sensitive 
about his physical stature. When­ 
ever a toastm aster refers to his 
height in making a pun on his 
name. Tower cites a special dis­ 
pensation of the Texas Chamber 
of Commerce that permits him to 
be “one foot less than the legal 
minimum height for Texans." 
However, Tower is not all fun 
and games, either. He delivers a 
hard-hitting 
speech 
that 
never 
fails to impress his audience. In 
fact, the team of Tower and Cold­ 
water is becoming of increasing 
concern to those Republicans who 
yearn for their party to have a 
more 
liberal 
“ image” 
in 
the 
minds of the voters. 
Both men are so personally en­ 
gaging and such good salesmen 
for their political beliefs that oth­ 
er, more liberal senators in the 
Republican party, fear that the 
voters will become convinced that 
the entire Republican party is as 
conservative as they are. 


but it was in vain. For Commun­ 
ist support was strong enough 
to give Menon the victory. Prim e 
Minister Nehru, who campaigned 
for him, never seems to be able 
to shake loose from the so-called 
“intellectual” 
influence 
Menon 
has exerted over him for many 
years. 
Also, not so long ago the Nehru 
government 
suddenly 
brushed 
aside negotiations and by military 
force seized the ancient territory 
of Goa, which had been held by 
Portugal for centuries. The Unit­ 
ed States government didn’t ex­ 
press its horror over this, though 
the American press did. The Unit­ 
ed States possibly has lost the 
friendship of Portugal, a member 
of NATO, whose agreement to let 
this country retain a naval and 
air base in the Azores is up for 
renewal and now has been jeopar­ 
dized. 
The President in his statem ent 
oversimplified the position of many 
members of Congress who oppose 
his foreign-aid program. Most of 
them are in favor of the principle 
of foreign aid, but they don’t be­ 
lieve in wasting the taxpayers' 
money on governments which “are 
taking America for a ride.” 
There is every’ reason for ex­ 
pressing a humanitarian desire 
to help the hundreds of millions 
of unfortunate human beings in In­ 
dia. But the real point is whether 
a blind extension of financial aid, 
without any program that really 
offers the promise 
of 
attaining 
our objectives, should be author­ 
ized. 
India’s government carries on 
intimate relations with tho Com­ 
munist regime in the Soviet Union, 
which considers Nehru a valua­ 
ble ally. America’s current policy 
is to tolerate all this as “ neutral­ 
ity.” But the American people 
like “neutrality,” too — at least 
for their dollars. They would pre­ 
fer 
“ non-alignment” 
with 
any 
country that is tied up with the 
Communists to the point where the 
later’* 
apparatus — controlled 
from Moscow — can play an in­ 
fluential part in any outside elec­ 
tion.

JFK’s Conflicts Of Interest 


While campaigning for Presi­ 
dent, John F. Kennedy had quite 
a bit to say about conflicts of 
interest that cropped up in the 
Eisenhower 
administration. 
At 
Springfield, Ohio October 17, JFK 
said: 
“Every challenger for public 
office, especially for the Presi­ 
dency, talks about a great cru­ 
sade to end corruption; to obtain 
government clean as a hound's 
tooth. But experience has shown 
that promises are not enough. 
For ours is a government of men, 
not of promises, and some men 
yield to temptation 
. . . Other 
men see no wrong in pursuing 
their private interest in their pub­ 
lic capacity. The problem is not 
merely one of deep freezes and 
vicuna coats.” 
He then proceeded to outline 
eight criteria for picking good 
men for public office, one of them 
that “no federal appointee to a 
regulatory agency shall represent 
any view other than that of the 
public interest.” 
To one of these all-important 
agencies, the Federal Power Com­ 
mission, Kennedy appointed two 
pu bl ic-interest men, then a Texas 
oilman, Lawrence O’Connor. 
At about this time, the gray 
and grizzled Republican leader of 
the 
Senate, 
Everett 
McKinley 
Dirksen of Illinois, complained to 
Kennedy that every Kennedy ap­ 
pointee from Illinois was coming 
from the Adlai Stevenson law 
firm. 
So when a vacancy in the Fed­ 
eral Power Commission opened, 
the President turned to Dirksen, 
who handed in a list of three 
names, including Harold Wood­ 
ward of Chicago, a former mem­ 
ber of the Illinois Utilities Com­ 
mission. He was picked by Ken­ 
nedy for the vital agency which 
regulates the electric power com­ 
panies, the gas and oil transm is­ 
sion lines of the USA. 


Definite Conflict Of Interest 


It then developed that Wood­ 
ward, as a young lawyer, had 


had his salary increased from 
$3,000 to $13,000 when his father, 
a federal judge, awarded bank­ 
ruptcy cases to his son s firm. 
When Woodward cam e up be­ 
fore the Senate Commerce Com­ 
mittee for cross-examination, his 
sponsor, the gray and grizzled 
Dirksen, sat beside him, like a 
belligerent 
hen 
mothering 
one 
lone chick. 
Woodward was asked about the 
shares of utility stock he owned. 
He replied that he and his wife 
each held ll shares of Northern 
Illinois Gas and his wife held 34 
shares, now expanded to 66, of 
Commonwealth Edison. He had 
sat as hearing examiner on a 
Commonwealth Edison rate case 
in 1958 before the Illinois Utilities 
Commission at the tin e he held 
th;s stock, and had OK’d the com­ 
pany’s request for a rate increase. 
In fact, he said he always ap­ 
proved rate increases. This is not 
exactly the public-interest com­ 
missioner JFK promised the coun­ 
try. 
This was the kind of conflict of 
interest for which John F. Kenne­ 
dy criticized Eisenhower in the 
1960 campaign. 
Nevertheless the Senate com­

So the nomination was 
recalled for further discussion. 
Woodward will, of course, be 
confirmed by the Senate for three 
reasons: I. Republican Senators 
will vote for him because he's a 
Republican; 2. Most Democrats 
will vote for him because he’s a 
Kennedy appointee; 3. Most Sen­ 
ators have fo gotten the promises 
made during the election cam ­ 
paign.

(I had to go all the way 
to Monte Carlo to catch Dr. Kil­ 
dare at the International TV fes­ 
tival. 
I’d never seen it in this 
country.) 
And, one of the newer 
sawbones is Ben Casey, who is a 
neuro-surgeon, of all things. 
In 
the field of courtroom dram a, a 
theatrical form almost as stylized 
as the kubuki dancers, one of the 
hot properties is “The Defend­ 
ers,” an outgrowth of a script 
Reginald Rose did for “Studio 
One,” back in the ice age of tele­ 
vision. 
(TV is not the only me­ 
dium discovering the courtroom. 
On Broadway, there’s “Shot in 
the Dark.” 
The world of the 
cinema has “ Judgment at Nurem- 
burg.’’* 
Reginald Rose, who is script 
editor of “The Defenders” and 
who writes many of the shows, 
says he has always been interest­ 
ed in the law. 
(His ’’Twelve An­ 
gry Men,” a TV dram a later done 
as a movie, was one of the best 
TV originals in my memory. 
It 
was an excellent movie, too.) 
“CBS had been after me to do 
a series for a long time and I 
settled on ‘The Defenders’ 
be­ 
cause I'd done it as 'Studio One' 
in 1957. 
I was afraid the show 
was going to be too intellectual, 
but it's been bought by a lot of 
people 
“Lawyers are the new Ameri­ 
can image. They have taken over 
the presidencies of most of the 
big companies, even the movie 
companies. 
Of course, the court­ 
room is a ready-made location 
for a dram a. Any kind of dram a­ 
tic story you want to tell you can 
turn into a courtroom dram a. 
A 
courtroom adds detail and excite­ 
ment. 
“The courtroom offers what a 
Western offers. 
There s the good 


guy and the bad guy and they’re 
going to draw guns — different 
kinds of guns — on each other. 
The show is a combination of law, 
legal ethics, and personal morals. 
Often the values are mixed when 
we explore, as we did in a script 
I wrote, about how it feels to de­ 
fend a man you know is guilty 
and win. 
The law we have is 
fallible but as long as it errs on 
the side of mercy, I’m in favor 
of it. 
The man rn the case I 
mentioned was a cop who killed 
a boy who had killed his child. 
“The courtroom is more excit­ 
ing because there is more m ys­ 
tery. 
Will he be able to prove 
this point? 
How will it turn out? 
How much is at stake? 
In a hos­ 
pital — it’s only will the operation 
be successful? There are no vari­ 
ations.” 
(I don’t think Mr. Rose 
has listened to much soap opera, 
which is full of variations.) 
“ Most plots are the sam e as 
‘Superman’ or ‘Bat Man.’ 
It just 
depends on what level they’re 
done. 
We have a lawyer who 
reads the scripts. 
Sometimes, he 
tells us: ‘This can’t happen in a 
court of law.' 
Then we find a 
legal way for it to happen.” 
I asked him whether he thought 
there was a trend away from fic­ 
tion toward the docum entary — 
especially the fictionalized docu­ 
m entary like the Sacco-Vanzetti 
case, which he wrote for televi­ 
sion. 
“ Fiction may be disappearing 
but I don't think the stage is go­ 
ing to fold. 
If you get too much 
of anything it starts to recede, 
but I always believe it will be 
back. 
Westerns were big a few 
years ago. 
Now there are only a 
few left on the air — but they’ll 
be back.” 
Reginald Rose is a veteran of 
the television wars, dating to its 
earliest days. 
I asked him if he 
ever watched the stuff any more. 
“ Only the New York Giants and 
sometimes the late show. 
Our 
kids keep me informed about the 
rest of it.”
